All of the Eski­ 
mos' clothes are of skin and fur from 
animals. Since it is 45 and 50 degrees 
F. below zero, the Eskimos must be 
very clean and wear heavy clothes 
Moisture will cause a person to freeze 
in two days in the Northland 
The 
Eskimo has a method of eliminating 
moisture aud dirt from his clothes and 
that is by 
dry-cleaning or 
freezing 
them every night 


Hie incut is tile most important ac­ 
cessory of anyone's Arctic equipment. 
The Inuit bottom is made of seal skin 
since it must stand much hard wear, 
while the* boot top is of caracul fur. 
Ills inuits every 
night 
Scientists say that tin* Eskimo 
lias the most perfect feet of all races. 
I he next part of the Arctic equip­ 
ment is the pants of fur which are ex­ 
pertly made and require from five to 
seven hours to be completed by an Es­ 
kimo woman 
On each fur coat there 
are Eskimo 
signs, made of 
caracul 
By reading 
these signs one 
Eskimo 
I learns all about the other. 
The last 
part of the Arette equipment are the 
fur mitts. 
The entire Eskimo ward­ 
robe 
weighs eight 
pounds and 
two 
ounces. 
Eskimos never 
build 
their houses 
near any trees, but out in the open 
where the wind blows 
swiftly 
and 
packs the snow very tightly. 
It takes 
two eskimos 2 % hours to build a snow 
house for five people. 
What the origin of the Eskimo dog 
is, no one knows. Eskimo dogs are not 
related to the husky dog, as is often 
thought, but is similar to the wolf. If 
a dog turns on you, you are in a very 
difficult situation. 
In that case you 
must frighten the dog and keep him 
away from your throat by cracking the 
whip very close to your ear. The lead­ 
er of a dog team is always a female be­ 
cause she seems more intelligent than 
la male.

There is not continual snow in the 
Northland, as many people think. 
In 
the summer which lasts 
about 
two 
months, the Eskimos wear sealskin be­ 
cause' it sheds the rain which falls for 
many days during the summer

H 
OW shall we decorate the house 
for Christmas? . This is a fami­ 
liar question these days, one that 
has many happy answers, b 
Strands of, laurel, for ^example, 
outlining the gables at the front 
of the house, make a soft green 
background for colored lights which 
should be spaced about 14 inches 
apart. ■ Tho laurel, of course, also 
beautifies the house by day. • 
Moonlight, a Christmas hymn up­ 
on the air, and three life-sized old­ 
fashioned carol singers can, with a 
little ingenuity, be brought to the 
front lawn. 
A 200-watt bulb in a 
blue-screened floodlight gives the 
moonlight, 
Two of these should be 
used. A loud speaker hidden in the 
evergreens will supply the hymn. 
The carol singers can be cut out 
of hard pressed board. 
A picture 
post card, in fact, furnished the in­ 
spiration for the carol singers used 
In front of the home shown here. 
Those were touched up to realism 
with oil paint and shellac.ringer 
Iff Out of such things as a 2%^, Iron 


pipe may be started a lantern for 
the carol s i n g e r s .Y o u can get 
someone to cut out the sides of the 
iron lantern-top for you. 
These 
sides may be held together with 
angles placed in the corners. 
Am­ 
ber translucent material, placed in­ 
side the lantern, will bring a mel­ 
low glow. 


An entrancing shadow is thrown 
upon the house when the floodlights 
are placed in front of these singers 
and the lantern. 
Stand by, then, 
and w a tc h ,the enjoyment of the 
passers-by! 
Here’s another idea: On the peak 
of the house a wire may be erected 
in the shape of a Christmas tree. 
I pon 
this - are 
twined ^outdoor 
Christmas tree lights to stand out 
against the darkness of night. 
Instead of the usual wreath on the 
door, try a shadow-Christmas tree. 
There’s some of the magic of the 
holiday season in this! 
The effect 
is secured with a handy floodlight 
placed in front of the steps and, on 
the walk in front of the light, a 
small „ composition tboardt cutout of 


[a Christmas tree. 
A window box of tiny evergreens 
lighted by Christmas bulbs is an­ 
other way for a house to spread 
good cheer. 
If your porch has white columns, 
here’s an idea: Use blue floodlights 
and several strings of orange or 
red bulbs to accent the Yuletide 
atmosphere of the home, 
Direct 
tho 
blue 
floodlights 
toward 
the 
columns, and conceal the strings 
of bulbs beneath the porch lintel 
so that their harmonizing color is 
produced on the wall behind (if it 
is a light shade). 
Be sure to use 
weatherproof sockets and wire in 
all outdoor decorations. 
These are just a few of the many 
ways your home can express its 
festive spirit at Christmas-time. In 
fact, it is not hard to g<-t an in­ 
spiration of your very own from all 
of the material available, including 
crinkled aluminum foil for covering 
lighted surfaces, composition board’, 
strings of bulbs, translucent fabrics, 
colored 
cellophane, j plastics t and 
handy floodlights.'
